Anothe^ 
Speedway

Construction of the $25.5 million On­ 
tario Motor Speedway has advanced to the 
352-foot central activities building and 
main clubhouse.

That was the latest report from Rob­ 
ert L. Johnson, design and construction 
coordinator for Stolte Co. of I Oakland 
which is building the modern racing plant 
on a 700-acre site 40 miles east of Los 
Angeles.

The track, which Ixirders the San Ber-
nardino Freeway (U.S. Interstate 10) with­
in the city limits of Ontario, is scheduled 
for completion in mid-1970. Tenta live plans 
point to an opening rare date of July 26, 
1970.

Johnson said grading work has pro- 
reeded far enough that the speedway's two 
main courses   a 2i/8-mile oval and a 3.28- 
mile road raring circuit are taking form. 
Paving of the tracks will commen:e in Au­ 
gust, following the completion o' tunnels 
and installation of a vast underground 
electronic network, utilities and piping.

"We are moving roughly 15-20,000 
cubic yards of dirt each day," Johnson 
said.

This phase of the project ... 
more than two million yards of eirth 
used as the berm support for nea-ly a mile 
of grandstand seating which will offer vir­ 
tual 100 per cent viewing for s'lectators.

The main grandstand building situat­ 
ed at the track's start-finish line will offer 
elevated seating, restaurant and lounge 
facilities and special stadium suit«s, as well 
as house the administrative off res, race 
control headquarters for officials, and 
facilities for the press.

Upon completion, the speedway's Ini­ 
tial seating capacity will acc/munodato 
140,000 spectators with 86,000 permanent

grandstands seats, plus another 55,000 in
temporary steel bleachers.

Southern California's rainiest winter 
in history did set the project bark 25 days, 
according to Johnson. The timetable, how­ 
ever, should be back on schedule within "a 
couple of months." The completion date is 
not affected, he said.

To illustrate the tremendoui
the project, Johnson said the 300-acre in­ 
field area bounded by the Indianapolis-
type oval track is big enough to
Disneyland amusement parks. The fully 
landscaped area includes two la-ge lakes, 
vhich will be used as irrigation reservoirs.

Wesley Unseld of the Balti­ 

more Bullets has been named 
the most valuable player of the 
National Basketball Association. 
Balloting was among NBA play­ 
ers

Unseld is the first rookie since 
Wilt Chamberlain (1960) to win 
the Podoloff Cup. It wasn't even 
close. The poll was a landslide. 
He totaled 310 points In a 5-3-1 
voting tabulation.

Willis Reed or New York was 
second (137) and Philadelphia's 
Billy Cunningham (93) followed 
by Elgin Baylor of Los Angeles 
(89).

It was Unseld, s brawny 6 
foot 7. 245 center, who stepped 
in and led Baltimore from the 
bottom of the NBA's Eastern Di­ 
vision to the top.

Something of a question mark 
before the season began, Unseld 
quickly quelled all fears that he 
might be too slow or too small to 
play center In the NBA.

Initiative Opposed 
On Inglewood Vote
Forum owner Jack Kent 

Cooke today urged Inglewood 
residents to vote "NO" and de­ 
feat the proposed Initiative or­ 
dinance heading the Municipal 
ballot April 1.

"Several months ago I ba- 
came convinced that my fears 
were unfounded concerning traf­ 
fic and other problems which 
might occur as a result of night 
harness racing," Cooke said.

"Actual experience during 
this past season of night raring 
fully confirmed that no such 
problems developed. I sec no 
reason to expect that they will 
develop in the future."

Cooke said that his opposition 
to the proposed ordinance was 
also based on the widespread 
bad effects the ordinance would 
have, if enacted.

"I must confess I had no Idea 
that so many worthwhile com­

munity activities would be af­ 
fected by the broad language of 
this ordinance," Cooke said.

"Hollywood Park for many 
years has opened Its facilities to 
civic, charitable, religious, and 
social groups," Cooke said. "It 
would be Ironic as well as un- 
fortunate if this ordinance 
passed and these community 
events were banned."

Cooke urged voters to vote 
"NO" and defeat tho proposed 
ordinance Tuesday, April 1, say­ 
ing:

"The establishment of Holly­ 
wood Park as the permanent 
home of Western Harness Rac­ 
ing, Inc., has added a substan­ 
tial economic force to the com­ 
munity. The Forum, Hollywood 
Turf Club and Western Harness 
have combined to establish In­ 
glewood as the sports capital of 
the West."
